Home shed four Scottish ami 
English titles his family

collected in 500 years. A few 
hours later this disclaimer was 
officially acknowledged by the 
lord chancellor and the earl be- 
came a commoner, eligible to 
sit in the House of Commons. 


He was christened Alexander 


but has been called Alec for 
years and prefers the shorter 
form. He holds the title "Sir" 
because he is a knight of the 
Thistle. This is not a peerage. 


Home's next hurdle is to win 


a seat in the House of Com- 
mons at a special election at 
Kinross and West Perth in Scot- 
land. The balloting is set for 
Nov. 7 in the predominantly 
Conservative community. 


To win the privilege of Com- 


mons membership, Home had 
to renounce for all time four 
proud peerages — Baron Home 
(which 
an ancestor collected 


way back in 1473), Baron Doug- 
las, Lord Dunglass (cq) and the 
Earl of Home. 


State Government 
Coming to County 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus said Tuesday 
that he will move the scat of 
state government to Washington 
in Hempstcad County on Nov. 6 
—just as was done in 1863 when 
federal troops captured Arkan- 
sas Post. 


In September of that year, 


Gov. Harris Flanagin ordered 
the seat of state government 
moved to Washington.

Probe of U.S. 
Ship Strafing 
Is Underway

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government has launched an in- 
vestigation of the strafing of an 
American-owned ship off the 
coast of Cuba early Tuesday 
morning. 


There is no doubt the strafing 


was carreid out by Cuban 
planes. Although it did not iden- 
tify the ship, Havana radio said 
its air force attacked a vessel 
in the area. 


The big question is why. 
Havana claimed the ship was 


carrying saboteurs and arms. 
However, it was learned else- 
where that Jhe vessel, the bulk 
carrier J. Louis, was steaming 
from Ocho Rios, Jamaica, to 
Corpus Christi, .Tex.V with 31,500 
tons'of bauxite ore, the raw ma- 
terial for aluminum. 


The-answer may be in an ac- 


count given the New . York 
Times by what the paper re- 
ferred to as highly placed.in- 
formants. 


According to this version, the 


J. Louis was attacked when she 
accidentally 
sailed 
into 
the 


thick of a fight between Cuban 
coast defenses and a raiding 
party of Cuban exiles. Possibly 
four or five MIGs strafed the 
vessel because their Cuban pi- 
lots "in the heat of action" be- 
lieved she was involved in an 
anti-Castro landing operation. 


The owners of the vessel re- 


ported no casualties during the 
hour-long attack. Flares were 
dropped to light up the target. 
Shells damaged the superstruc- 
ture and hull and set up a fire 
in the forecastle of the 33,000- 
ton vessel. 


More may be known when the 


J. Louis, with its crew of about 
50, arrives late tonight at Cor- 
pus Christi. 


The incident jarred the quiet 


of Tuesday's first anniversary 
of last fall's Cuban crisis. The

Department 
deplored 


"this unprovoked attack on a 
vessel navigating the high sea" 
and said it was investigating <o 
see whether a U.S protest 
would be made.
